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WHEAT POOL IS. 
DISCUSSED FROM 
TWO VIEWPOINTS 


Saskatoon—The rival advantages of 
marketing through a proposed co- 
operative pool were presented to an 
overflow meeting here -by Dr, Robert 
Magill and Aaron Sapiro. Both 
speakers were accorded a cordial wel- 
come by the huge gathering. 

“Great Britain blew into smoke and 
fire in the war the accumulated sav- 
ings of four hundred years,” said Dr. 
Magill. “She has two millions un- 
employed. Her factories are closed 
because Europe is too torn and dis- 
trained to buy her goods. A large 
percentage of her merchant marine is 
rotting in her harbors. Picture a 
people that have lost nearly a million 
of her best men, who have devoted the 
savings of centuries to the cause of 
freedom, whose industries are dis- 
located which cannot™collect a dollar 
of what she has loaned to other 
countries, yet is determined to repay, | 
if she can, every dollar borruwed from | 


the United States.” 

In closing his speech, Dr. Magill | 
admitted the serious condition of the 
wheat grower on the western prairies, 
and said that there were. different 
solutions offered. One was that the 
farmer should look for other sources 
of revenug. Another was that by a 
different form of marketing, and eli- 
minating all the agencies that lie be- | 
tween the farmer and the middleman, 
it might be possible to increase prices. 

“No speeches for or against the pool 
will decide the issue,” said Dr. Magill. 
“It must be decided*by a test. . If a 
new and better method can be de- 
veloped, then in Heaven’s name let it 
be tried out, and the sooner we get! 
it the better. You should be very | 
sure and certain, however, that before 
you destroy the present’ machinery 
you have found a better way.” 

Mr. Sapiro declared that the Win- 
nipeg Grain Exchange had failed. It 
was today the most conspicuous foe | 
of the produeer, the healthiest gam- | 
bling place for wheat gamblers on the | 
continent. He evoked loud cheers 
by declaring that “there is something 
doing on the Winnipeg Grain Ex-! 
change which was not fully explained | 
to you this evening.” | 

The farmer is the only manufactur-! 
er in the world who thinks all the| 
time of producing and never of the 
marketing end of his business, he said. 
Colleges had taught him all about pro- | 
ducing two blades of grass where only

near future. Marriage with an alien 
is not an offence against the state and 
should not continue to be penalized 
as at present. To deprive a woman 
of her British nationality under these 
circumstances is to class her delib- 
erately with “infants, idiots and im- 
beciles,” to whom are applied tho 
same disabilities 

It has been argued that it would be 
absurd to allow a husband and wife 
to retain distinct nationality—that the 
difficulties arising from such an ano- 
malous condition would be so great 
that it would be impossible to adopt 
any other policy than the one which 
is now in vogue But it must be real- 
ized that British women have not al- 
ways been deprived of their citizen- 
ship upon marriage with an alien. 
Until the year 1870 a British national 
remained a British national unless “he 
or she voluntarily abandoned that 
nationality The system had prevail- 
ed for centuries in Great Britain, and 
prevailed also for many years in some 
of the British colonies, as well as in 
the United States. What was pos- 
sible before 1870 in this regard is pos 
sible now also. 

Canada made an attempt in 1919 to 
remedy the situation, but failed to 
achieve success. In that year a bill 
was passed which, among other 
things, provided that ordinarily upon 
marriage with an alien, a Woman was 
to assume his nationality, but that she 
was not to be bound inevitably to re- 
tain it. She was to be permitted to 
take out naturalization papers on her 
own account as if she were unmarried. 
This act was later repealed because it 
conflicted with the Imperial act, 

The British Parllament has recently 
been considering a revision of its law 
in this regard, however, and the time 
is now apparently ripe for concerted 
action on the part of Great Britain and 
the overseas dominions. 

A suggestion has been made that 
this question be placed upon the 
agenda of the next Imperial Confer- 
ence. ‘It is a matter upon which the 
various parts of the Empire should 
take action simultaneously, and this 
can be done if there is sufficient ex- 
pression of public opinion in Canada 
and other dominions to warrant the 
alteration of the present inadequate 
laws.

' Prairie Provinces Take First Place on 
North American Continent 

Tho prairie provinces of Canada, 
namoly, Manitoba, Saskatehewan and 
Alberta, are tho largest producers of 
wheat per acro on the North Amert- 
can cofftinent, according to a table 
compiled by the Farm and Ranch Ro- 
view Quarterly showing the compara- 
tive ylelds between the prairie prov- 
inces and the princtpal wheat produc- 
ing states of the United States. The 
average for twenty years shows Al- 
berta leads with 18.4 bushels per acre, 
Saskatchewan next with 16.9 bushels 
and Manitoba 16.7 bushels, followed 
by Kansas with 13.5, Minnesota 13.1, 
South Dakota 11.4, and North Dakota 
10.9 bushels. The Farm and Ranch 
Review Quarterly states:—"“The aver- 
ago and actual results of farming over 

a long periods of years, ts, of course, 
chs only infallible method of estimat~- 
ing the productive capacity and result- 
ant prosperity under normal conditions 
of an agricultural country. In addi- 
tion, quality of product must be con- 
sidered, and the hard wheat of West- 
ern Canada is a superior product to 
that of the prosperous farming States 
of the Union and grown on cheaper 
land and under lower taxation. It is, 
therefore, logical to suppose that a 
greater and more permanent prosper- 
ity is being steadily developed in the 
farm homes and communities of the 
Canadian West.

Off Pacific Coast 


Retired Canadian an Pacific Steamship 
Engineer Had Adventurous Career 
in Coastal Service 


Before Vancou- 
ver existed and 
when Victoria 
was but a yillage 
of 1,000 residents, 
David Stephen 
with his face set 
towards the gold 
fields of the Cari- 
boo country sall- 
ed up the Pacific 
Ocean from the 
Isthmus of Pan- } 
ama, Dundee, Mr, David ‘Sephen 
Scotland, bad claimed him as 
her son and to Dundee he would re- 
turn in a few years laden with the 
wealth of the North West. 

That was In 1862. ‘Today David 
Stephen still lives in British Columbia 
and Dundee ts but a memory of his 
childhood and his youth. 

Young David never saw the Cariboo. 
As far north as Lytton he journeyed 
with his two adventurous associates 
and two of them established them. 
selves there while the other went into 
the Gold Country. Two rears later 
the gold-digger came out “broke” and 
the three Scots returned to Victoria. 
Bo David Stephen took to the sea 
and stayed with it untilla few years 
ago when he became a pensioner of 
the Canadlan Pacific Railway. In 
the capacity of @ngineer he served on 
many of the old-time side-wheel 
steamers which plied Pacific coast 
waters from Alaska to San Francisco. 
In 1866 he was second engineer on 
the S.S. Labouchere, when she was 
wrecked off San Francisco. The year 
previous to this she had been granted 
a subsidy by the Crown Colony to 
carry malls at $1,500 a trip between 
Victoria and San Francisco and was 
one of the finest old steamers on the 
coast, being 202 feet long, with oscil- 
lating engines and a tonnage of 680 
net. 

After this David Stephen signed on 
one of the many trading ships run- 
ning between Victoria and Alaska. 
The new berth held its dangers as 
many a steamer had set out from 
Victoria in those days on a trading 
mission never to return to its home 
harbor. 

The Indians at this time were very 
hostile and resented the white man's 
invasion. On one trip north Mr. 
Stephen had what he terms “a racy 
experience” with Indians of the Sitka 
tribe. The affair took place at Hoo 
nah after the Indians in all the glory 
of their war paint had swarmed round 
the ship in war canoes and jamined 
her side wheels with huge timbers. 
It took the twelve nine-pound guns 
which the ship carried to conyincd 
the Indians that the white men meant 
business, but Captain Houatt and his 
men avoided Hoonah for two full 
years. At the end of that time they 
ventured in again to be received with 
open arms by their former enemies 
and showered with valuable gifts in 
cluding the pelts of martin, 
and otter. 

In 1901 the Canadian Pacific Tail 
way took over the Canadian Naviga 
tion Company operating along the 
Pacific coast, and out of the nucleus 
of a handful of side-wheelers has 
grown the fine fleet of twenty ships 
that ply the coastal waters today 
carrying the Canadian’ Pacific house 
flag from Skagway, Alaska, to Seattle, 
Wash. The employees of the old 
navigation company automatically 
became employees of the Canadian 
Pacific Rallway and were credited 
with their record of service in the 
former company when they became 
eligible from a point of age for the 
pension system inaugurated by the 
latter. David Stephen was one of 
these. 

The old Princess Louise, a fine side- 
wheeler in those days, was brought 
out from New York as the 8.8. Olym- 
pia, and David Stephen was sent 
across to come with her on her mald- 
en voyage to the B.C. coast sailing by | 
way of the Straits of Magellan.

He now lives in Victoria and is one 
of the best known “old-timers” in 
British Columbia’s Capital City.

Crow’s Nest Pass Rates 


Question Will Again Come Before 
Parliament this Session 

Another Crow's Nest Pasa rates 
question will come before Parliament 
this session. In 1922 the House, at 
the end of an exhaustive inquiry and 
much agitation, political and  other- 
wise, restored the rates of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass agreement wit the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway in so far as they 
applied to grain and grain products, 
but continued them in other respects 
for two years. The Canadian Na- 
tional lines, while not a party to the 
agreement, were incidentally affected. 
Unless Parliament legislates {n tho 
matter by further extending the juris- 
diction of the railway commission the 
Crow’s Nest Pass rates on other com- 
modities besides grain and grain pro- 
ducts;~will automatically be reverted 
to on July 6 next. That is the date 
when the commission’s present au- 
thority, notwithstanding any agreo- 
ments, will run out. 

The new Hst to be affected is prin- 
cipally livestock, fruit and hardware 
going west. 

While grain is the big item in the 
agreement, it is calculated that a re- 
rate on 
the other commodities would mean a 
reduction of revenue of at least $2,- 
000,000 yearly to each of the compan- 
ies.

Different Kinds of Strata Encountered 
In Ol! Boring Operations In 
Western Canada © 
The Natural Resources Intelligence 

Service of the Department of the In- 

terior at Ottawa, says:— 

‘ Drilling for oll, gas and water in 

Western Canada is an expensive pro- 
cess, especially in the case of deep 
wells. <A knowledge of what results 
to expect is, therefore, of great im- 
portance, In order that information 
of the strata through which the wells 
are drilled may be available to others, 
the Borings Division of the Mines De- 
partment endeavors to secure and 
maintain records of the various strata 
encountered in drilling. It is well 
known to geologists that certain con- 
ditions ave to be looked for in the oc- 
currenceof oil and gas, and the pres- 
ence or absence of these conditions is 
}indicated in the logs of wells already 
drilled in the area, if such develop- 
ment has already taken place. The 
annual report of the Borings Division 
for 1922-3 gives the number of records 
of wells received as 288; the number 
of wells from which samples were re- 
ceived as 81; and the number of sam- 
ples received as 7,975. 

One of the most interesting of the 
records of the past year was a full 
set of samples from the deepest well

THE REVIVAL | UNDER SAMUEL 


Golden Text.—Direct your 
unto Jehovah and 
I, Samuel 7.3. 
Lesson.—I. Samuel, Chapters 1 to 7. 
Devotional Reading.—Psalm 51.1-10. 


The Text Explained and Illumined 

I. The Preparation For Victory, 
erses 2-6. All the house of Israel 
lamented after Jehovah. “What the 
nation had to be taught was a sense 
of their own sin as well as wickedness. 
A yearning after Jehovah as the chief 
good had to be awakened in the na- 
tion’s heart. And this these twenty 
years of bitter but helpful discipline 
had accomplished” (Salmond). See 
The Historical Background. Samuel 
exhorted the people to prove their 
penitence by worshipping Jehovah 
only (see Mt. 6.24), and by destroying 
the images and altars and graves of 
the gods worshipped by the other 
peoples of Canaan, When the people 
had given signal proof of their sincer- 
ify by abolishing their idols, Samuel 
summoned them to a great national 
gathering in Mizpah for a season of 
fasting, prayer and confession. “For 
everything there is a season, and a 
time for every purpose under heav- 
en, but neither days nor hours, nor 
seasons, did ever come amiss to faith- 
ful prayer” (Jeremy Taylor). And 
they drew water and poured it out 
before Jehovah, as was the custom on 
the great Day of Atonement. The

of water was symbolical of the pour- 
ing out of their hearts in penitence 
before the Lord. Compare Lam. 2.19. 
It had the further meaning that their 
en, for they were “like water spilt 
upon the ground which cannot be 
gathered up again.” As the people 
fasted they made public confession of 
their sin, crying, “We have sinned 
against Jehovah.” And Samuel judg- 
ed the children of Israel in Mizpah; he 
heard the cause of the oppressed and 
secured their rights. 

Il. The Victory, verses 7-11. This 
assembly of the people must have 
been for a somewhat lengthy period, 
for meanwhile the Phillistines had 
time to arm themselves and advance 
to the attack. They evidently thought 
that the assembling of the Israelites 
was for the purpose of war, and they 
no doubt expected an easy victory by 
making a swift attack. The Israel- 
ites were thrown into a panic on hear- 
ing of their enemy’s *approach, and 
they besought Samuel to keep his 
promise and intercede with Jehovah to 
save them. ®*Before this, in the bat- 
tle with the Philistines, the Israel- 
ites had relied upon the ark to save 
them, but now they put their trust 
in God. Samuel hastily offered a 
whole burnt offering (which symbol- 
ized the self-dedication of the people) 
and cried unto Jehovah. The flesh of 
the sacrifice was not consumed before 
the Philistines reached the scene, The 
power of Samuel's prayers was known 
throughout Israel:

Inspiration And _Infallibility 

The tendency to seek an ex- 
ternal authority in matters of 
religion has been responsible 
for various developments in 
the history of the Church. The 
Pharisees inthe time of our 
Master's ministry in the flesh 
placed a large measure of em- 
phasis upon such an outward 
guarantee, In Matthew 21:23- 
32, they demanded of Jesus an 
answer to the questions, “By 
what authority doest thou 
these things ? And who gave 
thee this authority 2” The 
method of Jesus was not so 
much to proclaim His authori- 
ty as it was to proclaim His 
message of truth and let men 
feel and discover His authority. 
He let His life and works reveal 
His power and authority, Only 
when plnced on the defensive 
did He seek to vindicate His 
position by argument. As we 
develop spiritual insight, we 
recognize His lordship. The de- 
sire for external authority bas 
led many Christi¥s in various 
ages of the Church to build uy. 
a theory that would strengthen 
the Bible in its appeal to the 
mind and heart of man. In- 
stead of lettipg it make its own 
impression and produce its own 
conviction through its moral 
and spiritual power they try to 
strengthen its position by say- 
ing, “This isan inspired Book, 
therefore you must hear its 
message, 

Now, the scriptures are in 
spired. How could one read 
them without feeling that. thr- 
ough them God was speaking 
to His people, aud opening up 
ways of life to thereader ? The 
Bible has inspiration, not as a 
dogma to be proclaimed, but as 
tfact that many have exper- 
ieneed. Itis not a theory that 
makes the Scriptures more 
authoritative to me, but it is 


x conviction that comes after | ! 


I have read them. 

Verbal inspiration to be of 
value would require not only 
that every writershould receive 
every word direct from God. 
but that all the copyists should 
be prevented by Divine inter- 
position from making errors ; 
that the members of theChureh 
councils who decide what books 
should be in the canon of Scrip- 
ture should be guarded so as to 
make their decisions infallible, 
and thatevery translator should 
likewise be clothed with infall- 
ibility while pursuing his task. 
Such demands were never met 
and never could be met. The 
theory breaks down at every 
point. 

If God can help men to a dis- 
covery of Himself'and His will, 
he can inspire them to record 
facts and truths whereby oth 
ers may enjoy the benefits of 
the discovery. There is the 
great fact that writings produc- 
ed by many persons, working 
in vastly different conditions, 
during a period of a thousand 
years, more or less, havea _ suf- 
ficent degree of unity to justify 
placing them side by side in 
one great work. This remark- 
able unity in the scriptures can 
only be explained by the fact
